> account of his Chriſtian Teſtimony. For it was but a little time 
that he had been amongſt us, and preached the true Faith of Chriſt, 
both without and within, but ſome began to bediſſatisfied, and whi- 
red it about in private, which, when he came to underftand, he 
aboured in much love and tendernefs to undeceive and fatisfie thoſe 
that he came to know werediſlatisfied; and ſome did receive good 
Satisfaction ; but others caſt his Labours of Love behindtheir backs ; 
and much whiſpering and back-biting there were in private againſt 
the Dodrine held forth by G. K. and ſome began to contradict his 
Teſtimony in publick Meetings; but yet this were born with, and 
no open Difference until one William Stockdale accuſed Geo. Keith of 
Preaching Two Chriſts, becauſe he held forth (as neceſſary to our Sal- 
vation) The Faith of Chriſt as he died for our Sins, roſe again for our 
Fuſtification, and aſcended into Heaven, and is in Heaven in the true and 
intire glorified Naizre of Man, our Mediator with the Father ; and alſo, 
That Chriſt as ſpiritually eſent by hws Light and Life, in all bus Chil-l--1:. 
Whereupon he «cair with him, and endeavoured much to convince 
him, but not prevailing, G. K. laid it before a Meeting of them c£

G. K. affirming and, arguing for the Neceſſity of the 
Faith of Chrift crucified; &-c. the others denying, andarguing, That the 
Light within was ſufficient without the Man Chriſt Feſws, 8c. but finding 
that the ſtream went againſt them, T. Lloyd, A. Cook, and ſome others 
withdrew, and the Meeting ( conſiſting of at leaſt Sixty Monthly- 
Meeting Members) proceeded and —— udgment againit 7.Fitzwater 


- and W. Stockdale, the ſubſtance of which 'was, :7bat they ſhould forbear 


penny and praying in Meetings till they had condemned their Ignorance 
and Un _ c. but at the next Quarterly Meeting, a Party with- 
ſtood the ſaid Judgments, and ſaid; That rhe Perſons being Minifers, 
none but them of the Miniſtry were fit to judge ; which many thought 
reliſht too much of Popery ; yet notwithſtanding many ſhowed their 


diſtike thereto, Tho. Lloyd, Arthur Cook, Sam. Fenings, 8c. denied the. 


{aid Meeting and Judgment ; and then it was that T. Lloyd's Party 
changed their time and place of meeting againſt and contrary to the 
declared mind of their then Brethren, who gave their Reaſons why 
they conſented not to the changing the Time and Place of Meeting ; 
but prevailed nothing with them, for the next firſt Day George Keith 
and Party met at the uſual time and place, and Tho. Lloyd and Party 
went to the Meeting-houſe at the Centre, which made the firſt Sepe- 
ration, Now the Difference being thus far advanced, —— 
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diſcourſe and enquiry into the matter by all forts of People,and great 
flocking to Meetings there was, both in Town and Country, where 
G. K. came, and his Teſtimony had much reception in the Hearts of 
many ; which being perceived by 7ho.Lloyd and Party ,the only Ex- 

ient they could deviſe, was to condemn G.K, Whereupon the 2oth 
of the 4th Mon. 1692. Twenty Eight of them called Miniſters, met 
together at Philadelphia and without everſo much as acquainting G.K. 
publiſhed a Paper of Judgment againſt him, condemning him as a 
Perſon without the fear of God before his Eyes, 8c. which done, Thomas 
Lloyd, Samuel Fenings, Arthur Cook, Fobn Delavall, and others, made it 


- their buſineſs to follow G. K. from Meeting to Meeting, violently - 


oppoſing hisTeſtimony,and ſometimes making uſe of their Magiſtra- 
tical Power ts effe& their Deſigns, which cauſed great Contelts and 
Confuſions ; and G. K. from time to time complaining of their In- 
juſtice, for condemning of him without all Hearing or Trial, upon a 
time in CheFer-County Tho. Lloyd ſaid, George, if. thou thinkeſt thy ſelf, 
aggrieved by that Fudgment,there u relief for thee ; thou mayſt appeal to the 
Yearly Meeting which is now approaching ; which Advice G.K.tollowed,

J. Cook. -But is i5 revived again, and is in force, and without any regard 
z0 the matter of the Book, provides, That the Printer ſhall put his Name ta 
all that he prints, which thou haſt not done. 


But waving from that, the Priſoners ſtill preſsd for a Tryal. Tq 


which Juſtice Cook ſaid, A Trial you ſhall hawe, and that to your Coſt too,

Sothis Court paſſed over,and theſaid Perſons not brought to Tryal; 
but yet not wholly barren:of Action, nor void of Injuſtice ; for tho? 
they had. not only got. I. Bradford into Priſon, and taken his Letters 
from him,(with which he ſhould work) and his Paper and Books out 
of his Shop, buralſa.they had-got the Body of Fobn MComb, with 
which one would think they might. have been ſatisfied, had any thing 
of tenderneſs remained-in them, the time they committed him being 
when his Wife was newly, brought ta Bed, and wholay very weak in

to ſupprek his ke of an Ordinary, though he had fulfilled, and 
in-no reſpedrranſgreſſed the Conditions of his Licenſe, as will appear 
by a Copy of the ſaid Licenſe, which here follows verbatim, wiz.

To which Tho. Budd and Geo. Keith pleaded, That it was no Verdict, 
not being found to be a Breach of any Law, any more than the Ver- 
dict. of the Jury at 0/4 Bayly, which was,That they found W.Penn guilty 
of [peaking in Grace Church-ſtreet, whichthe Court coor to be a clearing 


ef him. But this was nothing regarded by our Juſtices, tar they pro-- 


ceeded and gave Judgment againſt Thomas Budd and George Keith,viz.. 
That they ſhould each of them pay Five Pound apiece, as a Fine. And tho'. 
in this caſe S.Jenings wasthe Perſon only concerned as-the Adverſary 
Party, yer he fat on the Bench when they gaveJudgment againſt G.X. 
and T.B. which was judged moſt unreatonable and illegal, that Sam. 
Fenings, (who is the Governour?s Receiver of all Fines -and Forfei- 
tures) thould teſo actively concerned in fining thele Men, having ſo 
manifeſi!y before ſhewed' his Prejudice againft them. Beſide, it being 
expreſly. contrary to a Vote of an Afſembly of this Province, the 3d 
Month, 1689. (where Arthur Cook was Speaker) viz.
